Alderman Ragsdale said: “Some of 
us live iy the outskirts of the city, and 
we don't want these pictures to be 
shown in Atlanta. When we have 
riots, the police are called from our 
neighborhoods to the center of the city 
to prevent these disturbances, conse- 
quently we are left without protec- 
tion.” 

Councilman Cofileld said: “This or- 
dinance is a good thing; and will be 


the best thing for all of us, both races, 
both the young and old.” 

The ordinance states-that on account 
of the fight that was held on July 
4 between a white man and @ negro 
in Reno, Nevada, and because the re- 
sult of that figh® has tended to cause 
race prejudice, to incite disturbances 
and riots throughout the country, that 
it be ordained as follows: 

Applies to All Fights. 


“That no person, elther the owner, 
or agent or employee, shall display 


by means of moving pictures, the prog- 
ress or result of ahy prize fight or 
boxing contest in either an electric or 
moving picture show or vaudeville per- 
formance, or in any theater, either 
for a charge of admission or, give a 
free exhibitior.”’ 

A penalty for conviction is provid- 
ed. The ordinance states that the 
fine shall not exceed $500, nor impris- 
onment in the city stockade of more 
than thirty days; and that when the 
holder of a license for shows in the 
city shall be convicted, his license 
will be forfeited.

The Evans land is said to He bet- 
ter; is in one strip lying on each side 
of the tracks of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad; is well located for the 
erection of shops and rounds houses; 
and has a stream of clear water run- 
ning through it. All of these are said

the purpose for which the property is 
offered. 

The accompanying map gives a good 
idea of the location of the respective 
sites.

ed out in.the Evans site is that it 
lies a mile or two further away from 
the heart of the city of Chattanooga. 
Governor Brown in his message does 
not recommend the purchase of this 
property. He simply states that it @an 
be secured if it is thought to be need- 
ed. 

The smaller tract of 89 acres lies 
nearer town, but it will cost from 
$50,000 to $100,000 to fill it in and 
make it available for yards. Those 
who oppose the purchase of the larg- 
er tract say that the difference in 
price—the larger tract which is farth- 
er out, being $10,500 cheaper than the 
smaller tract which is closer in—is 
overcome by the nearness of the 
smaller tract to town.

A bill offering to give to the state 
a .twentypstory office bulliding and 
terminal station combined in exchange 


for the privilege of erecting Atlanta's 
proposed “civic center’ over the — 
tracks between Forsyth and Washing- 
ton street viaducts, will be introduced 
in the legislature this morning by the; 
Fulton delegation. The building will} 
be worth appreximately $3,000,000 7 
the present plan is carried out. 

The bill, which will be introduced by 
Dr. George -Brown, was approved by 
the civic center committee of the 
chay ver of commerce and that from 
the city council. After its approval 
it was sént to Dr. Brown, who prom- 
ises that it shall be introduced at the 
earliest possible moment. 

While no definite announcement as 
to the provisions of the bill hag yet 
been made, it is understood that it 
provides that the interests of both the 
State and the present lessee shall be 
carefully safeguarded. It further pro- 
vides, it is understood, that the first 
work to be done on the proposed im- 
provements shall be the erection of the 
office building and handsome terminal 
station on the present site of the old 
depot. The new station, it is stipu- 
lated, shall be provided with entrances 
upon both the present level and that 
of the proposed plaza. 

By Private Corporation. 

Further, it is said, the bill carries 
with it the provision twat the city 
shall let to q@ private corporation the 


poration ‘shall have for its object the 
erection and maintainance of the “civic 
center.”” Common and preferred stock 
in this corporation shall bear a rea- 
sonable interest, and a surplus laid 
aside. When thig surplus shal] have 
become sufficient td pay for the office 
building, which shall have, up ‘to that 
time, been operated by the “private cor- 
peration, the building will be turned 
over to the state. The plaza goes to 
the city. The new terminal station. 
however, will go to the state free of 
charge immediately upon its construc- 
tion. 

The bill, it is said, was drafted along 
lines suggested by Attorney Alex 
Smtih, chairman of the committee ap- 
pointed for this purpose.

Direct Primaries Coming. : 

“Those who believe that by their ac- 
tion they have definitely checked the 
movement for direct popular primaries 
are, in my judgment, mistaken. In 
its @ssence this is a movement to make 
the government more democratic, more 
responsive to the needs and wishes of 
the people as a whole. With our polit- 
ical machinery, it is essential to have 
an efficient party, but the machinery 
ought to be suited to democratic and 
not oligarchic customs and habits. 

“The question whether in a self- 
governing republic we shall have self- 
governing parties is larger than the 
particular bill. We hold that the right 
of popular self-government is incom- 
plete unless it includes the right of 
the voters not merely to choose be 
tween candidates when they have been 
nominated, but also the right to deter- 
mine who these candidates shall be. 
Under our system of party goveru- 
ment, therefore, the voters should be 
guaranteed the right to determine 
within the ranks of their respective 
organizations who the. candidates of 
the parties will be no less than the 
right to choose between the candidates 
when the candidates are presented 
them. Thefe is no desire to break 
down the responsibility of party or- 
ganization under duly constituted par- 
ty leadership, but there is a desire 
to make this responsibility regl and 
to give the members of the party the 
right to say whom they desire to exe- 
cute this leadership. 

Days of Bosses Numbered. 

‘In New York state no small part vf 
the strength of the movement has come 
from the popular conviction that many 
of the men most prominent in pariy 
leadership tend at times to forget that 
in a democracy the function of a politi- 
cal leader must normally be to lead, 
not to drive. We, the men who com- 
pose the great bulk of the community 
wish to govern ourselves. We wel- 
coine leadership, but we wish our 
leaders to understand that they derive 
their strength from us and that, al- 


though we look to them for guidance, 


we expect this guidance to be in ac- 
cordance with our interests and our 
ideals. 

“I believe that the people of New 
York state will in the end insist on 
taking a more direct part in the nom!- 
nation of candidates because I believ? 
they will grow more and more to in- 
sist on just the kind of guidance and 
leadership that. I have mentioned.’

Judge W. D. Ellis yesterday signed 
a temperary injunction, restraining 
the city of Atlanta from using the 
dumping ground on the west _§ side, 
that has caused so much annoyance to 
the citizens of that part of Atlanta.

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CONVICT SYSTEM 
IS WORKING WELL 


Abuses 


Only Slight 


‘Found by Committees. 


Report on Working of New 
Convict Law Shows Splendid 
Results Have Been Accom- 
plished for State in Road 
Building. 


During the past year, by the use of 
convict labor under the new convict 
law, nearly 6,000 miles of road have 
been gratied and made permanent, and 


extent, permanently improved, accord.- 
ing to the report which the commit- 
tee on the state penitentiary has sub- 
mitted to the legislature. 

The committee reports that it has 
visited each of the camps in the coun- 
ties where convicts, are -worked under 
the new law and that, aside from.a few 
minor abuses which-arise from a mis- 
construction .of the law, te new 
system. is proving highly satisfactory 
and splendid work 1s being done on 
the roads of the state. The committee 
estimates the value of road-building 
equipment in the sfate, including stock, 
at about $1,500,000. 

The cost of maintenance per con- 
vict per day is about 80 or 90 cents, 
and the total cost of maintenance in 
round numbers for the year is about 
$1,500,000. There are approximately 
4,500 convicts now employed on the 
roads. : 

Some Abuses Found. 


While conditions generally were 
found satisfactory, the committee says: 

“There have been some abuses. The 
camps and the management of the 
same in some of the counties, showed 
a+ higher degree of conformity with th 
law than in others. ' 
“In one county the conyicts were, to 
large extent, making rice for the 
market; in another, guards were, in 
violation of the law, paid $60 per 
month; in several, proper weekly rec- 
ords, as required by law, were not 
kept, and weekly reports were not 
made to the prison commission; in an- 
other, tuberculasis patients were found 
confined with healthy convicts; in 
several, the quarters, as to size, equip- 
ment and cleanliness, were not up to 
the requirements of the prison com- 
mission; some were not feeding as 
required by the rules; in more than 
one county the sick were quartered 
in the county jail; one’ or more guards 
under the age of 21 were found; in 
one county on last Thanksgiving Day 
the convicts were required to spend 
the day moving the camp instead of

Better Treatment. 


Among other things, the report says: 

“No woman ought to be left in any 
county convict camp. The danger is 
too great. They should be sent to the 
state farm without any exception. 

‘It is deplored that in many camps 
little attention is given to religious 
worship. 

“It ought to be a source of great 
satisfaction to every citizen of the 
State that the convicts are no longer 
considered an object of merchandise— 
beasts of burden—but, on the contra- 
ry, are treated as human beings—as 
men and women who have souls.” 


Danger in New System. 


“The law provides that the state 
shall employ and pay the wardens and 
guards. In theory, this is done; but 
not in fact. ,.Indeed, it is practically 
impossible to comply with this re- 
quirement; but it ought to be done. 
The beneficiary of the labor of the 
convict ought not, in the remotest 
manner, to control or manage the con. 
vict. The state funrishes the labor 
of the .convict to the county to build 
and improve the public highways, but 
it was not the intention of the law 
that the state should delegate any 
of its authority over the convict to 
the county. 

“In some instances the county au- 
thorities appeared to exercise a prop- 
erty right over the convict. 

“Terein lies the danger in the pres- 
ent system. There’s the weak spot.”

of those counties maintaining a coun- 
ty police would be authorized to issue 
licenses for the sale of near beer at 
points outside of incorporated cities. 
Mr. Flesh argued that in the rural 
districts there were many people who 
had no access to near beer saloons, 


'and therefore ordered intoxicants from 


Chattanooga and other points. The 
county commissioners promptly and 
unanimously voted against indorsing 
such a Dill. 

Petition Is Refused. 

The petition of the -Georgia Indus- 
trial Home, asking that Fulton coun- 
ty contribute to the support of inmates 
from the county, was refused. 

Upon the motion of Forrest Adair, 
it was ordered that the petition to 
work Chattahochee avenue from the 
intersection of the Howell Mill road 
to Pumping Station No. 2, be referred 
to the committee on public works with 
power to act; as was also the petition 
to work the Stephens’ Mill road. 

Food for Prisoners, 

L. B. F som, who furnishes food for 
state prisoners confined at ,the police 
station, petitioned the board to in- 
crease the amount for feeding the 
prisoners to 15 cents instead of 10 cents 
per meal, stating that the increased 
cost of living necessitated increased 
expenditures. The request was referred 
to the finance committee, to be report- 
ed on later. 

Emmett Cochran, appointed over- 
seer for the Blackhall district by the 
road commissioners, was approved by 
the county board. 

The question of the correct county 
line between DeKalb and Fulton coun- 
ties was referred to the committee on 
roads and bridges and the county at- 
torney for report, L. W. and C. S&S. 
Robert, county engineers, having in- 
formed the board that DeKaib county 
is going to claim land lot 9 in the 
seventeenth district. 

The name of the Cheshire Bridge 
road was changed to Cheshire road. 

An order was given to establish a 
new road connecting Peachtree and 
Decatur roads, the new thoroughfare 
to be known as the Pharr road; and 
the matter was turned over to the road 
commissioners of the Buckhead dis- 
trict for report. 

On motion of E. V. Carter it was 
decided to buy from Mercer university 
22 acres of land adjoining the Indus- 
trial farm at Hapevlile.

yourselves. I greatly fear that it 
would be impossible to elect a major- 
ity so ravenously fond of the great 
reform principles of 1906. You have 
proved your fidelity, both to Hoke and 
to the principles, by your lynching of 
McLendon and by your pulling Hoke 
into the race.

~ THE LAWLESS “PISTOL-TOTER” 


Editor Constftution: I write to 
thank you for the splendid fight you 
the pernicious: 
practice of pistol-toting. I heartily 
indorse all you have said against the 
unlawful and dangerous habit, and 
trust the legislature, now in ‘session, 
will enact a law, with such restric- 
tions and regulations of the deadly 
pistol as will effectually break up 
the practice of carrying them  con- 
cealed in the hip pocket. Pistols are 
made for the purpose of shooting peo- 
ple, and the man who habitually car- 
ries one concealed upon his person is 
likely to use it on the slightest prov- 
ocation. 

I have traveled the country for more 
than 200,000 miles, for business and 
pleasure, from Massachusetts to Ore- 
gon and from Florida to Canada, and 
I have never once seen the time 
when I needed or even wanted a pisto! 
for my self-protection. It has always 
seemed to me to be an act of ac- 
knowledged cowardice for a man to 
carry a pista] concealed upon his per- 
son. Now, I spent six months in 
“bleeding Kansas’ in 1856, during the 
troublous times in that territory, 
where about nine men out .of every 
ten you met carried a pitsol and a 
Bowie knife on a belt buckled around 
his waist. They were each carried in 
a leather scabbard with the pistol on 
the left side and the knife on the 
right. Théir handles were kept wel! 
to the front and could be easily seen. 
I do not know whether this manner 
of carrying these weapons was by the 
regulation of the territorial law or 
not,,or whether it was by common 
consent and convenience, but it was a 
very effective way of carrying them 
exposed to view. No one seemed ever 
to conceal his. weapons. And 
yet, with al} the array of pistol- 
toting there at that time, .

Human life has got to be so cheap 
that the ready pistol finds plenty of 
“exercise” and society is almost at its 
mercy. 

Well, what is the remedy? I have 
always favored taxing -~hem out af 
existence. Tax the dealers and punish 
the concealed “toter.”” Regulate the 
carrying of the pistol, and make it so 
severe that mren will not dare to 
longer take the risk of carrying them 
concealed. We may not be able fo 
constitutionally prohibit men from 
carrying them, but they can be so reg- 
ulated that no one will dare to carry 
them. 

Continue your fight, Mr. Editor, 
against the great evil of pistol-toting 
and maybe the legislators will wake 
up to their duty after awhile and come 
to the ald of society and the protec- 
tion of human life. °

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The question of ratifying the amend- 
ment to the federal constitution au- 
thorizing the congress to levy an in- 
come tax. occupied the attention of 
the state senate for two hours yester- 
day morning. The debate will be re- 
sumed today. 

The resolution in question was in- 
troduced by Senator Jackson of the 
twenty-first 

During the larger part of the life 
of the American republic an income 
tax has been onthestatute books. The 
law was repealed from time to time, 
and reenacted. The last income tax 
law was adopted as part of the Wil- 
son tariff act, put through by a demo- 
cratic congress and signed by a demo- 
cratic president. The supreme court 
reversed itself on that occasion, and 
contrary to the opinion held for one 
hundred years, declared the law un- 
constitutional. 

In order to remove any doubt in 
future as to the constitutionality of 
the measure an amendment to the 
federal constitution specifically pro- 
viding that such a tax may be levied, 
has been submitted to the states for 
ratification. Among the states which 
have ratified the amendment are Ala- 
bama, South Carolina, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, Oklahoma and Maryland. 
On the other hand, Virginia has de- 
clined to ratify it, as have New York 
and Rhode Island. 

Strong Arguments for It. 


Among the senators who made ar-'! 


guments in favor of the bill 
day were Messrs. Jackson, of the 
twenty-first; Johnson, of the  nine- 
teenth and Mathews of the twenty- 
third. The only speaker who oppos- 


yester- 


ed the amendment was Senator Long-'! 


ley of the thirty-seventh. The indi- 
eations are that the amendment wil) 
be adopted. The proposed amendment 
was submitted to the general assem- 
bly on July 29, 1909 by Governor 
Brown on receipt of notice from Secre- 
tary. of State P. C. Knox, that con- 
gress had passed a bill submitting the 
question to the individual states for 
action. 

When the income tax 
was taken up, Mr. Burwell withdrew 
his substitute introduced at the last 
session, providing that the amendment 
“shall not be ratified.”’ He said he 
had reached the conclusion that the 
proper course would be to vote down 
the motion to ratify. 

Mr. Irwin wanted consideration 
postponed until July but the re- 
port of the committee on rules was 
adopted and the bill set as a special 
order for 11 o'clock. 

Langlhy Opposes It. 

Mr, Langley opened the debate on 
the income tax, and fired the first 
shot against the bill. He said there 
was no limitation inthe bill on the 
size of the incomes to be taxed. Ile 
ridiculed the claim that the bill 
would serve to reduce the tariff, and 
said it was a centralization scheme and 
a measure to obliterate state lines. 

‘It is a just, righteous and equitable 
tax,” said Mr. Jackson, in defending 
the legislation, which he ea:d he had 
been studying since a boy of 16. 

The corporation tax, Mr. Jackson 
said, was not right or equitable, but 
the income tax was. Georgia receives 
more from the national treasury than 
it pays into the treasury, he said. 

“I cannot understand the reasening 
of a man who calls himself a demo- 
crat,” said Mr. Johnson, “and yet op- 
poses this bill. Any man who goes 
home after opposing this bill may well 
tremble in his boots, for he will never 
get back here. I could defeat any man 
here on -his issue.” 

Favored by Mathews. 

Mr. Mathews said the measure was 
probably the most important the sen- 
ate would have to pass upon in a’ 
decade. He announced that he favored 
the legislation, and said every south. 
ern state which has acted on the tax, 
except Virginia, had approved: the con- 
stitutional amendment. He said the 
tex was pfaced upon those best able 
to pay. it.

For more than three hours the house 
of representatives yesterday morning 
discussed the question of authorizing 
the federal government to levy an 
income tax, and when the hour of 
adjournment arrived the argument had 
not been completed. 

The measure is scheduled to come 
up again Thursday under the head of 


unfinished business. It will probably 
be displaced, however, by the compul- 
sory education bill of Mr. Littleton, 
of Richmond, which is set as a spe- 
cial order for Thursday morning. 

The income tax resolution has been 
submitted to every legislature in the 
United States by congress, with the 
understanding that when it is approv- 
ed by three-fourths of Wose bodies 
it shall be enacted into Taw, the de- 
tails of its operation to be worked 
out by congress. Should it become 
a law, the congress of the United 
States will be empowered to levy a 
tax on all incomes. 

Questions Raised. 

In the house Wednesday the fight 
for the measure hinged upon the fol- 
lowing questions: 

Will it infringe upon the rights of 
the state to levy its own taxes? 

Will is cause a reduction in the tar- 
iff? 

Should Georgia, in the future, desire 
to levy an income tax for its own 
financial aid, would it deprive the state 
of that privilege? 

The argument against the measure 
was opened by Mr. McElreath, of Ful- 
ton, who opposed it on the ground that 
it is a departure from the principles 
of democracy and is infringing upon 
the sovereignty of the state. 

Mr. Davis, of Dougherty, spoke 
against the income tax, declaring that 
the state of Georgia itself may soon 
be reduced to the necessity of levying 
an income tax, and that if this power 
is given to the national government 
income 
State. 

Would Never Get It Back. 

“You can vote to pay this revenu? 
into the national treasury if you want 
to, but you will never get one cent of 
it back,” declared Mr. Lawrence, of 
Chatham. “The money will be used by 
the national government in improving 
arid lands in the west, and for other 
burposes, and not one cent of it will 
be returned to the south. And in addi- 
tion to that, the first thing you know 
the national government will be send- 
ing negro collectors into your homes 
and into your places of business 
to find out how much your income is 
and what tax you are paying on it.” 

Mr. Alexander, of Fulton, favored 
the resolution. He declared it has 
been on the statute books before, and 
that it was erroneously declared un- 
constitutional by the supreme. court. 
He argued that the income tax is a 
democratic principle, and that it will 
reduce the tariff if enacted into law 
and the source of revenue thus largely 
increased. 

Mr. Converse, of Lowndes, spoke 
against the measure on practically the 
same grounds as those advanced by the 
other opponents. 

Mr. Slade, of Muscogee, 
favor of the resolution. 

Mr. Boyd, of Spalding, opposing the 
resolution, declared ‘that the income 
tax ig not a principle of democracy, 
and that he has been ashamed of his 
party because it has picked it up quite 
recently for the purpoge of attracting 
the popular vote. 

Did Taft Oppose It? 

Mr. Reese, of Glynn, urged that the 
resolution be voted down, 

“Didn't President Taft, in one of his 
speeches, say he was opposed to the 
ircome tax because it would nhecessga- 
rily reduce the high schedule on the 
tariff?” asked Mr. Persons, of Monroe. 

“Probably he did,’ replied Mr. Reese. 
“He saw it from that viewpoint; I 
cee it from another.” 

Mr. McCrory, of Schley, and Mr. Rob- 
erts, of Dodge, also spoke in opposi- 
tion to the resolution.

Protests have ceased in the Augusta 
near beer cases. in which $10,973. 35 | 
paid Ordinary A. R. Walton nearly | 
two years ago, under protest, by the 
retail and wholesale dealers of Augus- 
ta, has been tied up, the dealers hav- 
ing agreed that they will not fight 
the case further.

The protest was made on the act of

The attorney general ruled that they;
